WJth the hunting season opening 
Nov. 11, Dr. Roland R. Cross, state 
director of public health, warned 
Illinois residents today regarding 
the dangers of tularemia or so-call- 
ed rabbit fever, 

"Although the reported preval- 
ence of tularemia. in the state this 
year is less than one-third of la3t, 
the disease is likely to increase 
sharply 'during the coming months 
unless precautions are taken in the 
handling of wild rabbits," Dr. Cross 
said. : , ■■ 

Up to October 23, 31 cases of 
tularemia had been reported to the 
department as against 105 cases for 
the comparable period of 1947. One 
death from tularemia was reported 
during the first seven months of 
this year, 

"While several wild animals, in- 
cluding squirrels, field mice and 
skunks, are known to carry tulare- 
mia, wild rabbits are' the principal 
reseryoir of the disease* in Illinois,' 
being responsible' for 'about 95 per 
cent of the cases in human )}eings," 
Dr. Cross said. "The disease is 
spread to man most often in the 
skinning and dressing of infected 
rabbits." 

Dr. Cross pointed out, however, 
that persons may also get tularemia 
by eating undercooked infected 
meat; by drinking water- that has 
been contaminated by infected wild 
animals or through the bite of an 
infected flea or tick. 

•The control of tularemia", Dr. 
Cross said, "is dependent primarily 
on the firecautions each person must 
take for. nis own safety." He xirged 
hunters, housewives and butchers 
in particular to use rubber gloves 
at*- all times when sldnning and 
dressing wild animals, especially 
rabbits.

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There's A Limit 

. One wonders just how for the Federal govern- 
ment can go in supporting the citizens of this country. 

According to the Chicago Journal of Commerce, 
out of every six adult Americans is now receiving 
money from the U. S. Treasury. This Includes Federal 
employes, war veterans and dependents, retired civil 
service employes, social security beneficiaries, and so 
on. And the total tends to steadily increase. 

If those who wish to extend social security to 
cover every possible human financial problem from 
the cradle to the grave have their way, It won't be 
long until the Federal government will supply all or 
part of the livelihood of practically everyone in the 
country. The drive for compulsory sickness insur- 
ance is'a good example of that possibility. Theoreti- 
cally, itw ould be paid for by a payroll tax. Actually, 
in the view of experts, the proposed tax would be 
inadequate, and heavy appropriations would be nec- 
essarj' to make up the deficits. Then, on top of that, 
it would create one of the largest bureaucracies in the 
government to handle the administration of the mea- 
sure. Thus the army of regular Federal tax-eaters 
would be swollen once more — and once more the tax- 
payer would dig into his depleted pocketbook to pay 
the bUl. 

Social security, indeed, can be made so costly 
that it would destroy the security and future of 
eveiyone. We have gone a long way toward that point. 

* * * 

The Significance of Armistice Day 

The significance of Armistice Day goes deep 
into the heart of this-country. It marks our victory in 
the two most destructive wars the world has ever 



known. Of comparable importance, It should remind 
every American of the enormous human and economic 
wealth we have been forced to spend to maintain our 
liberties, and to defend those principles upon which 
the dignity of man depends. 

Armistice Day should bring us another thought 
as well. This nation has never provoked a war. No 
people on earth Is more peaceful In intention. None 
will do more to achieve a just and lasting peace for 
all countries. If ever wc are farced to engage in war, 
it will bo because we can find no other means of 
maintaining those rights and freedoms which make 
up the American tradition. 

The United States must build and conserve Its 
strength. That means, on the surface, that wc must 
have a strong military force capable of dealing with 
aggressors, and a mighty industrial structure to back 
It up. But these things, vital as they arc, represent a 
reflection of our strength rather than the substance of 
it. For the core of this nation's strength and power 
lies in the spirit of freedom. It Is based on the know- 
ledge that every American has inalienable rights 
which cannot bo abrogated. The right to speak, our 
minds, the right to own property, the right to engage 
in a business of our choosing, the right to be free of 
dictation by government — these and other rights 
constitute our strength. And that too is the signific- 
ance of Armistice Day.

ADVICE IN FEEDING GRAIN 
The following pointers on feeding 
grain t«» hT's wore released this 
week by Farm Advisor Ray T. 
Nicholas. They are based on sug- 
gestions received from H. G. Rus- 
sell, livestock specialist, University 
of Illinois College of Agriculture. 

Corn — Since pigs weighing up to 
150 pounds chew corn thoroughly, ' 
there is not enough saving in grind- j 
ing it to warrant the expense. Ear . 
corn and shelled corn usually give ^ 
as good results as ground corn. As 
pigs reach 150 pounds in weight, 
grinding the corn for hand-feeding 
"will save 6 to 7 percent. When they ! 
are self- fed, there is less saving. For 
hogs, it is best to grind the corn 
medium-fine. 

Oats — Oats should bo finely 
ground for hogs, since anything that 
can be done to make the hull less 
noticeable increases their palatabil- 
ity. For fattening-hogs, oats should 
not make up more than a third of 
the total grain ration. 

Wheat — Coarse grinding saves 
about percent when wheat is self- 
fed; it saves 15 to 20 percent when 
it is hand-fed, 

Barley — Barley ground medium 
fine has about 17 percent higher 
feeding value for hogs than whole 
barley, Scabby barley is not satis- 
factory for feeding.

Armatrong Explaint. 

Current Draft Law 



Inquiries received at State Head- 
quarters and -at the local board of- 
fices indicate a great deal of mis- 
understanding exists as to when 
young men becoming 18 are re- 
quired to register. Colonel Paul G. 
Armstrong, State Director of Sclec- 

• Uvo Service, stated today, a great 
many people think another special 
registration will be set for these 
men. However, registration for 18 
year olds is continuous and every 

■ male citizen Is, required to register 
at the local board nearest his home 
within 5 doys after his birthday; if 
away from home, ho may go to the 
nearest local board office and re- 
gister taking >care to see that 
his home address' is on line 2 of Re- 
gistration Card, because that ad- 
dress will determine the local Ijoard 
of. jurisdiction. 

There are also quite a few men 
between the ages of 18 and 26 who, 
for some reason, have failed to /re- 
gister; many because they had com- 
pleted service in the Armed Forces 
during World War H or were pre- 
viously registered under the 1940 
law, and believe they do not have* to 
register now. However, all men 18 
through 25 who Have thus far failed 
to register, have violated. the law, 
and could, if arrested and convicted, 
suffer severe penalties under the 
law. Police officers now ask men in 
this age group,- who may be stopped 
for traffic violations or any other 
cause, for their draft cards. Failure 
to have one is cause for arrest and 
notification to the Federal authori- 
ties. Therefore, all men who have 
failed thus far to register, should 
immediately present' themselves to 
the nearest local board for registra- 
tion which they may do; for a limit- 
ed time, without penalty. 

Helicopter Fleet 

Rotor fleet of navy helicopters will 
bo the largest fleet in the world when 
aircraft now on order are placed 
In service. Forty-sbt new H03S ob- 
servation helicopters purchased- by 
the navy will bring to 88 the num- 
ber of rotary-winged aircraft of all 
types avaUable for use by fleet and 
^ore-based units for rescue, trans- 
port and observation missions. The 
H03S has a maximum rate of climb 
of 1,200 feet per minute at sea- 
level.
